Importance  of  the  Shajarah : 

The  elders  have  given  importance  to  the  Shajarah  so  that  those  associated  with  them  may  remember  them  in  their  Du'aas  and  make  Eesaale-Thawaab  for  them.  In  fact,  making  Du‘aa  and  Eesaale-Thawaab  for  the  pious  and  chosen  servants  of  ALLAAH  is  actually  beneficial  and  a  means  of  blessing  for  those  making  Du‘aa 
themselves. 

Reality  of  the  Shajarah: 

Hakeemul-Ummah  Hadhrat  Thaanwi  Rahimahullah  has  mentioned  in  his  advices  by  the  name  of  ‘AkbarulA’maal’  that  the  Shajarah  is  a  means  of  Zhikr,  because  the  essence  of  the  Shajarah  is  Duaa  Ma-at-Tawassul  (making  Du‘aa  with  a  Waseelah  of  someone  -  making  someone  a  means  of  asking  from  ALLAAH),  and  Du‘aa 
is  a  form  of  Zhikr.  The  method  of  Tawassul  Bis-Sulahaa  (making  Du‘aa  with  the  Waseelah  and  means  of  the  pious)  which  is  found  in  the  Shajarah  is  that:  “O  ALLAAH,  have  mercy  on  us  by  virtue  of  the  status  of  so  and  so  (naming  a  pious  person).”  In  reality  what  this  portrays  is  that  O  ALLAAH,  so  and  so  person  who  is 
your  accepted  and  chosen  servant  is  beloved  to  me,  and  there  is  a  promise  of  your  mercy  for  loving  those  who  are  beloved  to  you  o  M  j — a  £ — a  e-j—kl  (Translation:  ‘A  person  will  be  (in  the  hereafter)  with  those  whom  he  loves’),  so  I  ask  you  for  this  mercy.  Thus,  through  Tawassul,  this  person  is  portraying  his  love  for  the 
Awliyaaullaah  (friends  of  ALLAAH)  and  in  turn  asking  ALLAAH  Ta'ala’s  mercy  and  reward  in  exchange  for  this  love.  The  fact  that  the  love  for  the  Awliyaaullaah  (friends  of  ALLAAH)  fetches  mercy  and  reward  from  ALLAAH  Ta'ala  has  been  established  through  the  Nusoos  (Quraan  and  Hadith). 

Proof  of  Tawassul: 

(1)  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  whilst  teaching  a  person  the  etiquettes  of  Du‘aa  taught  him  the  following  Du‘aa:

Translation:  “O  ALLAAH,  I  ask  you  by  virtue  of  our  Nabi  Muhammad  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  that . ”  (Jam‘ul  Fawaaid  vol-1  pg-115). 

(2)  At  the  time  of  a  drought  Hadhrat  Umar  Radhiallahu  Anhu  made  Du‘aa  in  this  manner:  “O  ALLAAH,  before  we  would  ask  by  virtue  of  your  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam,  now  we  ask  you  by  virtue  of  the  uncle  of  your  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam,  Hadhrat  Abbaas  Radhiallahu  Anhu,  to  shower  us  with 
rain.” 

(Mishkaat-Baabul'Istisqaa  pg- 13  2) . 

From  this  it  can  be  established  that  one  can  make  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  as  well  as  any  other  pious  person  a  means  of  asking  from  ALLAAH  Ta’ala  whilst  making  Du‘aa. 


The  ruling  and  status  of  the  Shajarah: 

(1)  According  to  the  Ahlullaah  (friends  of  ALLAAH),  reading  the  Shajarah  of  the  pious  is  neither  from  the  conditions  of  Sulook  r 
e-Nafs  (rectification  of  the  soul)  based  upon  it. 


r  from  its  requirements  and  requisites.  It  cannot  make  anyone  independent  from  any  Fardh  (obligatory)  or  Nafl  (optional)  act  of  worship  and  nor  is  the  Tazkiyah  (purity)  of  the  heart  and  Islaah- 


(2)  However,  they  have  regarded  it  to  be  M ustahab  (preferable)  on  an  Ilmi  (academic)  level  and  something  of  great  virtue  and  blessing  on  a  spiritual  level.  This  is  because  it  comprises  of  two  parts:- 
-1-  Making  Du‘aa  to  ALLAAH  Ta’ala  for  one’s  own-self  which  is  a  form  of  Zhikr  and  Du‘aa  and  thus  in  conformity  with  the  Quraan  and  Hadith  and  also  full  of  blessing,  and 

-2-  Taking  the  name  of  the  pious  and  making  them  a  means  of  asking  from  ALLAAH  Ta'ala.  As  was  mentioned  before,  this  is  a  form  of  portraying  love  for  the  pious  and  showing  the  desire  of  wanting  to  be  with  them.  Taking  the  name  of  the  pious  and  remembering  them  is  also  a  sign  of  one’s  love  for  them  and  desire  to 
be  with  them,  and  this  is  also  in  conformity  with  the  Quraan  and  Sunnah.  It  has  been  mentioned  in  various  places  in  the  Quraan:  (jUajL-aJI  I  jS  Translation:  “Be  with  the  Saadiqeen  (pious  and  truthful)”^  II 1  r\  ILi  ,  Translation:  “O  ALLAAH  unite  me  with  the  pious”  ,  oLaSJI  j-S3lj 

Translation:  “And  remember  Moosa  in  the  Kitaab  (Quraan)”  ,  etc.  Taking  the  name  of  the  pious,  remembering  them,  the  command  of  being  with  them,  desiring  to  be  with  them,  loving  them  and  making  Du‘aa  has  all  been  clearly  mentioned  in  these  verses. 

(3)  This  was  the  ruling  pertaining  to  the  recitation/reading  of  the  Shajarah.  As  for  the  instructions  given  to  a  Mureed,  the  practice  of  the  M uhaqqiqeen  Sufis  (the  theologians  amongst  the  mystics)  is  varying.  Some  instruct  their  Mureeds  that  it  should  be  read  sometimes  (e.g.  once  or  twice  a  week  or  whenever  one  gets  the 
chance  to  recite/read  it),  some  instruct  to  read  it  punctually  everyday,  and  others  don’t  instruct  their  Mureeds  at  all  to  read  it  but  they  themselves  recite/read  it  punctually  everyday. 

The  method  of  making  Du‘aa  after  reading  the  Shajarah : 

“O  ALLAAH,  by  virtue  of  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  and  all  the  Awliyaaullaah,  I  beseech  you  to  fulfill  all  my  Deeni  and  worldly  needs.  O  ALLAAH,  accept  the  repentance  of  this  weak  and  humble  servant  of  yours,  forgive  his  sins,  save  him  from  committing  sins,  grant  him  the  ability  to  perform  good  deeds  and 
take  him  from  this  world  in  a  good  and  pleasurable  condition.  Aameen.” 

The  benefit  and  aim  of  the  Shajarah : 

(1)  The  Sufis  (mystics)  acquired  their  internal  and  spiritual  wealth  through  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam,  Sahabah  Radhiallahu  Anhum,  Taabi'een,  Taba’  Taabi'een  and  the  later  pious  people  and  therefore  by  reciting  and  reading  the  Shajarah  they  also  refresh  their  memories  of  their  benefactors  and  beloved  people 
through  whom  they  received  this  great  gift  and  with  the  flavor  and  sweetness  of  the  Sanad  (chain)  they  also  take  pleasure  by  remembering  this  spiritual  wealth,  so  that  together  with  ALLAAH  they  can  also  show  their  gratitude  to  their  benefactors  who  are  from  the  people  of  Haqq  (truth).

“O  Thaaqib,  I  remember  the  guides  of  the  path  of  guidance,  through  whose  grace  we  have  reached  the  destination.” 

(2)  Whilst  reading  the  Shajarah,  the  example  of  a  Saalik  (devotee)  is  as  though  starting  from  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  until  the  reader,  all  the  Akaabire-Silsilah  (all  pious  persons  in  the  chain  of  the  Shajarah)  are  present  in  one  place  holding  each  other’s  hands.  Like  the  flash  of  lightning,  all  modes  of  internal 
benefits  and  spiritual  help  starting  from  Nabi  Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam  until  the  reader  are  connected,  and  in  this  way  he  receives  the  blessings  of  the  Silsilah  (chain).  However,  this  is  with  the  condition  that  in  his  mind,  the  reader  himself  also  pictures  and  imagines  this  to  be  actually  happening. 

(3)  Even  though  a  reader  of  the  Shajarah  is  a  sinful  person  and  reads  it  without  any  enthusiasm  and  concentration  (as  long  as  he  has  not  yet  separated  himself  from  the  Silsilah),  however,  together  with  the  mention  and  remembrance  of  the  pious  Taabi'een  Rahimahumullah,  Sahabah  Radhiallahu  Anhum  and  Nabi 
Sallallahu  Alaihi  Wa  Sallam,  his  example  will  be  like  that  person  walking  along  a  path  who  upon  seeing  a  gathering  of  pious  people  decides  to  come  and  participate  in  the  gathering  and  as  a  spectator  sits  down  in  one  far  end  corner  of  the  gathering.  Regarding  such  a  person  attaining  reward  and  blessings,  it  has  been 
mentioned: 

Translation:  “This  is  such  a  gathering  that  even  one  who  (just)  sits  in  it  will  not  be  deprived”
